Police open a 
new C.A.S.E. for 
the weekend 

Bradford - South Simcoe Police will 
be participating in a new Province¬ 
wide liquor licence inspection and 
enforcement program, aimed at creating 
heightened public awareness of the 
Liquor Licence Act, and the responsible 
sale, service and consumption of alcohol 
in licensed establishments. 

Developed by the Ontario Association of 
Chiefs of Police (OACP) and the Alcohol 
& Gaming Commission of Ontario 
(AGCO), the “Community Alcohol Safety 
and Enforcement” (CASE) Program will 
augment South Simcoe Police Service's 
ongoing inspection and enforcement 
efforts. In a recent blitz conducted by 
uniformed patrol, bicycle patrol and 
plainclothes officers on August 8, Police 
issued 8 charges under the Liquor 
Licence Act, and made 3 arrests for 
Possession of a Controlled Substance. 

the enhanced enforcement campaign 
will run from August 27 to September 
3, and through the Labour Day holiday 
weekend. 

It’s all about creating safe environments, 
and promoting community safety, 
says South Simcoe Chief of Police Rick 
Beazley. “Our Police service already 
works closely with liquor inspectors, year 
round. During this one week campaign 
we will be looking for such infractions as 
serving minors and permitting disorderly 
behaviour - things that put public safety 
at risk in licensed establishments." 

Key components of CASE include: 

. Promoting public safety and enjoyable 
licensed establishments. 

. Stepped-up inspections and 
enforcement activities by uniform officer, 
in particular focusing on serving a minor, 
public intoxication, permitting disorderly

Residents rally to save the Tiger 


It could have been called 
a “Shop In” On August 25, a 
steady stream of shoppers 
headed to the Giant Tiger 
store in Bradford, determined 
to persuade Giant Tiger’s 
Head Office to reconsider its 
decision to close the popular 
store, September 28 - by 
“voting” with their dollars. 

Before they headed inside, to 
pick up bargains in clothing, 
groceries, and back-to-school 
supplies, they stopped to 
sign the “Save Our Giant 
Tiger” petition, organized by 
Bradford resident Les Showers 
and Town Councillor James 

Showers had already filled 
over 50 sheets with signatures; 
on August 25, he filled dozens 
more. "The comments are all 
the same - we can't lose this 
store,” he said. 

The store, which is centrally 
located in downtown 


Bradford, is especially 
convenient for those without 
transportation, and popular 
among seniors, young 
people, and young families. 

It also employs about 30 
people, in full and part-time 
positions - and which is why 
Town Council decided to get 
involved. 

A meeting was arranged 
between head office and 
Council representatives, to 
discuss business retention 
and plans to revitalize the 
downtown core. 

“We met with the President 
and the Vice President,” said 
Mayor Doug White, and 
presented the petition, which 
by that time numbered 1,100 
names. White said the meeting 
went well. “We conveyed how 
important Giant Tiger was to 
our residents, and we asked 
for more time, for residents 
to show their support... They 


said they’d give that serious 
thought.”

Federal electoral boundary change proposed

By the time the next federal 
election is called, there could 
be 15 new electoral districts in 
Ontario, reflecting population 
growth from 11,410,046 in 
2001, to 12,851,821 in 2011. 

The Federal Electoral 
Boundaries Commission is 
proposing a new electoral 
map, that will add ridings in 
Brampton, Durham, Markham, 
Toronto, Cambridge, Hamilton, 
Mississauga, Oakville, Ottawa 
- and Barrie. The proposal 
would divide up the riding 
of York-Simcoe, and create a 
new Barrie South riding that 
incorporates the Town of 


Innisfil. 

York-Simcoe, the home 
riding of MP Peter Van Loan, 
currendy consists of Georgina, 
East Gwillimbury, part of King 
Township, and on the west side 
of Lake Simcoe, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil. 

The new York-Simcoe would 
still include Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, but Innisfil 
would be combined with 
the portion of Barrie south 
of Dunlop Street, as Barrie 
South. A new Barrie North 
riding would include the area 
of the city north of Dunlop, as 
well as Springwater and Oro- 
Medonte Townships. 

The Commission is currently 


seeking input from residents. 

A public hearing is scheduled 
for 2 p.m. on Wednesday, 
October 17 at Barrie City Hall,

Bond Head Historic Walking Tour 


The members of the Bond Head Festival 
175 Committee aren’t done yet. 

True, the festival itself is over - the 
weekend of June 22-24 was filled with 
activities that included a Farmers’ 
Market, classic car show, Parade, live 
entertainment, dances at the Bond Head 
Hall, arts & crafts displays, competitions, 
horse-drawn 
wagon rides, and 
historical tours, al 
to mark the 175th 
birthday of the 
hamlet of Bond 
Head. 

But the Festival 



now published a 
“Walking Tour" 
of the heritage 
buildings of the 
community - a new pamphlet, charmingly 
illustrated by artist Mary Artymko, that 
provides details of 15 historic buildings 
and sites, including the Sir William Osier 

The Cairn, located on the north side 
of the 7th Line west of Bond Head, was 
erected by the Toronto Medical Historical 
Club in 1961 to mark the birthplace of 
Sir William Osier, the Father of Modern 
Medicine, on July 12,1849. Osier is 
described on the plaque simply as “A 
Great Physician." 

The memorial is constructed of stones 
taken from the foundation of the old Osier 
bam, and the site itself is maintained by 


the Town of New Tecumseth, the Medical 
Historical Club, The Club at Bond Head - 
whose golf courses surround the property; 
and Bond Head Festival 175 Committee 
member Jim Cerswell. 

The pamphlets will be available at the 
Simcoe County Museum, local Libraries 
in Beeton, Bradford, Schomberg and 

Cookstown; Ontario 
Travel in Barrie, 
Bradford Print 
Shoppe, Bradford 
Board of Trade, Town 
of BWG Treasury 
Building, New 
Tecumseth Town 
Office, Yogi Bear’s 
JellystoneParkSi 
Camp Resort, and Sir 
William Osier Public 
School. 

The hamlet has over 40 buildings that 
are at least 100 years old - several that 
are more than 150 years old. The fifteen 
buildings on the tour include the former 
Osier Church (now St. Catherine of 
Alexandria Catholic Church), and former 
hotels, general store, harness-maker, 
blacksmith, hardware store, doctor’s 
residence and farmer’s home. 

“A lot of work, a lot of planning went into 
(the Bond Head Festival 175)) - and it’s 
still going on,” said Committee member 
Barry Jaynes.
